FIRST THINGS 


The first college in British America, 
outside of Harvard, was Willlam and 
Mary college, which was opened at Wil- 
lamsburg, Va, on this date in 1692, 
under a charter obtained from William 
and Mary by the Rey, James Blair, The 
Virginia institution was planned before 
Harvard was founded, but various ob- 
stacles caused the project to be delayed 
until after the famous New England in- 
stitution had been launched. Blair, the 
father of WilHam and Mary college, 
was a Scotchman, and he had all the 
determination of his race, and a little 
bit more. Failing to collect sufficient 
funds to start the college in Virginia, 
he went to England tu complete the 
work, He besought government ald from 
Sir Edward Seymour, declaring that 
the people of Virginia have souls to 
save as well as the peopl? of England, 
and reeciyed the historic reply: “Damn 
your souls! Raise tobacco!” Blair was 
not at all discouraged by this rebuff, 
and, in the course of time, he returned 
to Virginia with money and a charter. 
William and Mary college has never
